THE REPORT THAT JOHN MORLEY WILD 
RETIRE FROM POLITICAL LIFE. 


To-Night’s Debate on the Proclamation of 
the League— Programme of the Proceed- 
ings in the Commens—Prince Ferdinand 
Depressed—Russian Radicals Invite Gen. 
Boulanger to Visit Them—The Manitoba 
Railroad War—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 2.—I am surprised to find 
how much credence is attached to the report 
that Morley intends to withdraw from politi- 
callife. Half a dozen intelligent politicians 
have expressed to me a modified belief in it. 
The idea is surely ridiculous. Morley left 
London when ali the important business of the 
session was practically atanend. The attack 
upon the proclamation of the League to-night, 
Will only be a demonstration in force, nota 
real attack with the hope of victory. It would 
be absurd to bring him back fromthe Alps to 
sit for a few hours between Glad- 
stone and Harcourt, and follow the 
former in a speech. Thecredence the report 
receives ig probably due to the knowledge 
that Morley is a man of limited personal 
means, and his active political life naturally 
preciudes him from earning an income in, his 
old paths of literature and journalism; there- 
fore, personally, he is fighting a man like 
Chamberlain, who bas £20,000 a year, on very 
unegual terms. 

THE MANITOBA RAILWAY. 

Most of the papers here, beginning with the 
Times, have lashed themselves into a fury 
over Sir John Macdonald’s alleged threat to 
bring British soldiers to prevent railway 
building in Manitoba. To-day they withdrew 
their horns. I saw Sir Charles Tupper, 
High Commissioner of Canada, yesterday 
afternoon. He promptly declared he could 
notthink of discussing the report, as it was 
preposterous to suppose that Macdonald 
would have used such language. 

THE PROCLAMATION DEBATE. 
Balfour will follow Gladstone to-night; Tre- 
velyan will move an adjournment of the de- 
bate and will reopen it Friday night, when 
Harcourt will conclude it. There will bea 
little speaking from the Irish mem- 
bers and a division will be 
taken to-morrow night. Members 
who have not been seen for weeks, are turn- 
ing up again one by one. Balfour is under- 
stood to have returned from Dublin, crammed 
with facts, figures and quotations. The 
closure by a bare majority is now sure to be 
introducedjia a few days to facilitate the finan- 
cial votes.

MONTREAL, Quebec, August 25.—Never in the 
Province has a more intelligent and appre- 
elative audience assembled than the one 
which yesterday heard at Shefford, the first 
guns fired for Commercial Union. Stirring 
addresses were delivered by Messrs. Clayes, 
Member of Parliament for Missisquoi; Fisher, 
Member of Parliament for Brome; Auget, ex 
Member of Parllament for Shefford, and E. H.

NEw YORK, August 25.—Grovesteen & Pell, 
the firm whose hypothecated securities were

The presi- 
dent of the Bank of New York, where 
the firm kept its accounts, just said: 
‘*We have a loan with Grovesteen & Pell, but 
have not certified a single check forthem and 
ourlossin consequence of their failure will 
not be serious.’’

| SHARP'S RESPITE. 


THE CONVICTED BRIBE-GIVER’S TRIP TO 
THE PENITENTIARY POSTPONED. 


Judge Potter Grants a Stay Pending an Ap- 
peal to the General Term—Grounds Upon 
Which the Order Was Granted — How 
Sharp and His Wife Received the News. 


WHITEHALL, N.Y., August %.—Judge Porter 

has granted a stay in the Sharp case. 
SHARP UNMOVED. 

NEw YORK, August 25, 12:20 p. m.—A han- 
som drove up to the entrance to Lud- 
low Street Jail, and a clerk from the 
office of Oochran & Clark entered the 
jail, bearing the news of the Krant- 
ing of a stay of proceedings. He handed 
the note personally to Mr. Sharp, who read it 
without showing any signs of emotion or mak- 
ing any comments upon it. Mr. Sharp then 
handed it to his wife, who reed it and seemed 
to be delighted at the news.

Refusals and Admissions. 


The Contracts by Which Stanford, Hunting 
ton, Crocker and the Rest Individually 
Secured About All the Stock, Bonds and 
Land Grants of the Central Pacific—The 
Railroad Books Which Were Con- 
veniently Missing—Stanford’s Impudent 
Claim of an Immense Sum Due From the 
Government That Had Been Robbed— 
How the Road Has Been ‘‘Gutted,”

A year or 80 ago the WorLD@ublished some 
very carefully prepared and exhaustive arti- 
cles, showing that the Pacific railroads, Which 
had been subsidized by the Federal Govern. 
ment, and in which 
the Government was 
practically a partner, 
been been pursuing 
methods which were 
not calculated to en- 
hance the value of the 
Government’s share 
inthe enterprises; in 
fact that, in slang 
phrase, the Govern- 
ment was being 
‘*chiseled’’ out of its

panies were not at all desirous of meeting the 
obligations that they had assumed toward the 
Government, which had given themthe mill- 


ions in money and in acres of land 
that had enriched them to build the 
roads, but had and were distributing 
this wealth among themselves and 
among those holding representative and 
executive positions in the Government, where 
It was believed that the most good’’ could 
be done. United States Senator from Califor- 
nia Leland Stanford, by the way, has since 
admitted that about $2,000,000 has to his 
knowledge gone into this serviceable channel, 
and there are upward of $700,000 that he has 
himself confessed to personally distributing 
among agents who were to use it in Congress 
and elsewhere in ‘‘explaining things.’’ The 
nalve remark of C. FP. Huntington was that 
there were a great many people who needed 
to have things ‘‘explained’’ to them, and 
there is the best of reason for believing, aside 
from his own comparatively frank testimony, 
that he bas been a capital explainer. This 
little matter of $2,000,000 is but a fraction of 
the amount out of which the Government has 
been defrauded.

ulsiana Western Railroad Company, Texas 
New Orleaus Railroad Company, dewan'e

Company and the lines controlled by 
these companies, aggregating 8,047 miles of 
ratiroad and 4,206 miles of steamship lines. It 
has alsoalease for ninety-nine years from 
April 1, 188%, of the Central acitic and its 
leased fines, 1, miles, and for the same 
ee from’ September 1, 1885, of the New 
ork, Texas & Mexican Railway.

These bonds, as we have al- 
ready seen, were disposed of by the company 
at an average of about 70 cents on the dollar 
atalossin the agregate on the principal o 
$7,000,000. The Government charges interest 
on these bonds at the rate of é per cent of 
their par value. The Secretary has invested 
the money which the company has paid 
under the Thurman actin these bonds 
paying an average remium of 84 

er cent, There has been paid in 

ythecompany in the sinking fund $8,168,- 
600.50. The loss in interest and premiums up 
to the present time is , 619, 960. 72. In fact, 
there Is less money in the sinking fund to-day 
than — * paid in by the company by 
over „000. 

One of the most interesting offsets that Mr. 
Stanford makes to what is due the Govern- 
ment is comprised in the pearegraph that fal- 
lows. He eries out that the Government did 
not give the road a —— of the transcon- 
tinental traffic, but actually permitted and as- 
sisted other roads torun across the continent. 

„»I also desire to call your attention to the 
fact that at the time of construction of the 
Pacific Railroad no competing roads were an- 
ticipated. It was expected that the Pacific 
road, forwhich the Government issued + 
bonds, would be the only transcontinenta 
road until its debt to the Government was fully 
liquidated, but soon after the company en- 
tered into the contract with the United States 
for the construction of the road, other parallel 
and competing roads were aided by extensive 
land grants made to them bythe United States. 
The land grant to the Northern Pacific was 
many times in extent and value more than the 
land grant of the Union and Central Pa- 
cificcompanies. The Atlantic & Pacific, Texas 
4 Pacific and Atchison & Topeka are all com- 
— roads to the Union and Central and 

ave all been aided by extensive land grants 
made by the Government since the com- 
mencement of the construction of the Central 
Pacific. 

There was certainly no competition avail- 
able to the Government with the Pacific Rail. 
road from the time of its completion until 1881, 
when the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe united 
with the Southern Pacific at Deming, N. M 

During all that period the Government 
was saved the full amount ot the tifference 
between what * by the former mode of 
transportation and the actual amount paid 
after the completion of the Pacific Railroad. 
The total of this amount would be over $37,- 
000,000, nearly ane-halfof which oughtto be 
credited to the Central Pacific Railroad: The 
local business for Utah and Nevadais exceed- 
ingly small, as will appear from answers to 
— questions which Ishall hereafter make. 

he Central Pacific, outside of its iocal busi, 
ness in California, mainly relies upon through 
business. 

This has been diminished by the competing 
lines, aided by the Government, by at least 

7,000,000, as willbe shown by the facts and 

gures hereafter presented in answer to the 
— aed interrogatories. The act of Congress, 

owever, under which your commission is or- 
ganized recognizes the equities of the com- 
pany and provides for an examination of all 
the circumstances attending the construction 
of the road, such as what was the cost of Gov- 
ernment transportation and mail service on 
the line of the road prior to its construction; 
how much more expensive was it to construct 
the road at the time than it would have been five 
years earlier or five years later; what discount 
was the company forced to make in disposing 
of its bonds, and what losses has the company 
sustained by competing lines subsidized by 
the Government?’’ 

The silliness of this claim is aptly set forth 
by the San Francisco report of what oecurred 
when the claim was made: 

The Senator gave it as his opinion—gave it 
weightily and solemniy—that his company 
had a olim in equity against the Government 
because she latter had subsidized other lines 
to enter into competition with it, and sv re- 
duced the Central Pacific’s earning power. It 
the latter was not able to pay the Government 
it was the Government's own tault. 

Then,.“ asked Mr. Anderson, you are of 
the opinion thatthe Government was under 
ap implied contract to 7 the country to the 
north and soutn of your line undeveloped in 
order to save you from the hardships of com- 
petition?’’ 

Senator Stanford colored and looked at Mr. 
Anderson unlovingly, but he declined to be 
led into an absurdity by his own logic, and 
hastened to descant on the decadence of 
Nevada. 

Here are the ‘‘claims’’ in full, and it is safe 
to say that no other such exhibition of cheek 
has ever been made, even by a subsidized rail- 
road monopoly. r. Stanford announces 
them asthe ‘‘principal’’ claims against the 
Government:

rot- mortgage bonds and the Government 
second-mortgage bonds substantially all 
found their way into the hands of the con 


struction companies. The ¢ financial 
situation of the Western Fidelity Company is 
worthy of note. With respect to its liabilities 


and assets Mr. Douty thought the former 
would exceed the latter; but ft mattered not, 
as the following dialogue will show:

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S CURIOUS REPLY. 

That was a curious remark of Lawyer Cohen, 
in the light of all the facts that had been 
developed. It seemed to be made in a smiling 
and confident way, too. Well, the commission 
did ‘‘report to the President.’’ They tele- 


graphed this to him: 

Two suits are pending in the United States 
Circuit Court of this district involving the 
right of this commission to examine a witness 
concerning the payment of money to influence 
legislation. As we are under your immediate 
direction we respectfully request your judg- 
ment as to whether or not we should employ 
counsel to assist the District-Attorney. Our 
judgment is that we should. Piease answer. 

If the President reads the ponerse he must 
have known in addition to this that the con- 
spirators had been pushed to the wall. 

e must have known that the commission 
was on the verge of finding out just where 
this : that Huntington had 
said was used for ‘‘ex 1 things“ had 
gone, and that it was of the highest impor- 
tance that they should have the moral and 
substantial backing ot the executive in their 
investigation into what had become of funds 
in which the Government had a considerable 
interest—an interest more because there was 
reason to believe that they had been used to 
corrupt Government officials than because of 
the sum itself, though large. But the Presi- 
dent, knowingthatupon his word depended 
very largelyjwhether the work of the com- 
mission should be crowned with success, sent 
back the weak response tha de should use 
their own discretion. N 

One unfortunate thing developed in the 
course of the investigation has been that a 
number of books that the commission was 

articularly desirous of getting hold of are 
ost. 

An effort was made to have Mr. Douty 
procure the books. among others, of the Con- 
tract and Financial Company, but be was un- 
able to do so, and one Sost, another of the 
numerous private and other secretaries, testi- 
fied that the last time he saw these books 
Mark Hopkins was packing them in a 
large case, and he had since learned that they 
were lost. Other books, under advice of 
counsel, Mr. Douty declined to let the com- 
mission examine. Still others he would con- 
sent to permit the commission to see the parts 
which related, in his or other peopie’s judg- 
ment, to the Central Pacific road. 

But Mr. Stanford is quite willing to let the 
commission examine all the books—that Is, all 
itcan find. Why, only the other day he made 
this offer to the commission: 

It does not followthat because your ex- 
amination of our books is permitted the 
whole pubiic should also have the 
privilege of examining them. I know 
1 to be gentiemen of reputation, 

presume there are private matters of dusi- 
ness that you have attended to that are per- 
fectly honest in your relations to your clients, 
but even for that you would not want to throw 
your cases open even after the matter is set- 
tied and the business passed; and you would 
not care to tell the public all the motives that 
influenced and the views that controlled you 
in your actions. Itissowithus. I think that 
there is but little objection to opening our 
books, as much go as there would be on the 
pest of any man to show up his private affairs; 

ut, at the same time, we have had business 
which we do not consider the public to be in- 
terested in, and do not think it necessary to 
expose it and tell our rivals and competitors 
all about our affairs.’’ 
THE REFUSAL Tu SHOW THE BOOKS. 

Probably Mr. Stanford did notintend to put it 
in such a significant way, but it is doubtiess 
true that ‘‘we have had business which we do 
not consider the public to be interested in, 
and do not consider it necessary to expose it. 
However, the public are interested in it, and 
if the President would only back them up wom 
would have it exposed. It is the same wit 
regard to some items in the books so far got at 
that Mr. Stanford refuses to give any expiana- 
tion of. He was asked among other items as to 
certain large amounts that were paid out dur- 
ing the time the California Legisiature was in 
session, when a number of lawyers were ‘‘act- 
ing in his interest there.’* Charies F. Crock- 
er, one of the officers of the company, was in- 
terrogated with respect to vouchers, in regard 
to which he refused, under advice of counsel, 
to testify. To the guestian as to whether he 
knew of any Central Pacific money being’ex- 

ended for legislation, he declined to reply. 
The wheel within wheel arrangement with the 
Wells, Fargo & Co. and other express com- 

anies was inquired into and. numerous trans- 


ers of stock by which the Gov- 
ernment security was bied for in- 
dividual advantage were brought to 


the surface. With respect to the value of the 
Central Pacific, C. F. Crocker said that it conid 
be re oduced for $40,000,000, While its debs 
was $64,000,000. He had nosuggestions to make 
as to the adjustment of the road’s debt to th 
Government, and so faras he was concern 
he was ready to let the property go when the 
Government debt matured. From this it may 
be inferred that this is precisely what Hunting- 
ton, Stanford and Crocker & Co. contemplate, 
meanwhile transferring all they can of its val - 
ue to themselves. Mr. Crocker, Jr., also vir- 
tually admitted that the company had assumed 
new obligations in order to pay dividends.

The 
order was made upon Recorder of Voters H. 
W. Williams soon after he entered office and 
the recount began in February last. 
The contestee and contestor as well as 
their attorn were sworn to secrecy 
regarding every fact regarding the count, ex- 
cept such facts as might be contained in the 
Recorder’s certificate. As this certificate has 
not — been prepared the oath shuts the 
mouth of every person admitted to the room 
where the count is being made as to all facts 
without exception. Mr. Ktein is in New 
Mexico, but his attorney and D. C. Cabell, 
attorney for Judge Valliant, refused to 
disclose the result or say anything regarding 
the truth of the statement that a majority for 
Klein has been shown. 

Reoorder Williams said: ‘‘I put the matter 
in the hands of 1 deputy, J. B. 8. Le- 
moine, who has en conducting the count. 
An accurate record of the votes in each pre- 
cinct has been — ae and until this rec- 
ord is recapitulated and the totale 
obtained no one can sa whether 
there isa majority one way or the other. I 
and my deputies have purposely avoided 
adding any columns in order that we might 
not be under temptation or in position to 
divulge the facts. The recapitulation will be 
made on forms which will be bound in four 
volumes before a figure is put upon the sheets.

{A DECREASE OF DEATHS. 


THE DAILY RATE ONLY ONE-FIFTH OF 
THAT OF LAST WEEK. 


Delegates Who Don't Want to Work Too 
Hard at the Special Session—The Hen- 
dricks Club Reception—A Lack of Vac- 
cine Virus in the City—Katie La Bonte, * 
Wayward Girl, Committed to the House 
of Refuge—Municipal Matters. 


On yesterday only eighteen burial permits 
were issued at the Health Department. To-day 
but twelve had been issued upto one o’clock 
before which time the bulk of the permits for 
the day’s burials are usually taken out. From 
these facts it will be seen that the mortality 
bas decreased at a surprising rate. During the 
hot spell in the early part of the present 
month the average was upward of eighty 
deaths per day for a long time, and during the 
latter part of the Icng hot season the 
number of deaths ran as high as ninety- 
five in one day. On making a com- 
parison to-day with some of the back 
pages of his book, Mortality Clerk Jacks 
said: The rate now is only about 


one-fifth what it was in the hot weather. 
Everyone feels the benefit of the cool wave 
and particularly sick people, but this book in 
a negative sort of away shows how great a 
blessing this cool weather is toa big city. If 
this weather continues the rate will be low for 
the rest ofthe month.’’ 


Vaccinations. 


For some days the supolv of virus given to 
the physicians has not been sufficient to satisfy 
the demand made on the Health Department. 
With the approach of the school opening the 
physicians state that they have numerous 


calis to vaccinate children. The — has es- 
caped a visitation from smali-pox for

The virus supplied tothe department cannot

The officer reported that the child fre- 
quented the saloon, which isa prize-fighters’ 
resort, and associated with rough characters. 
She was in the habit of begging money for the 

purpose of buying whisky. On this statement 
the Mayor ordered her committed to the 
House of Refuge. A stay was granted on con- 
dition that the child should be removed from 


the city. Yesterday she was rearrested, 
as the condition of the stay had 
not been complied with. The May- 
or to-da instructed the police to 


carry out the order to commit her to the House 
of Refuge. In connection with the arrest 
the police forwarded a report stating that 


June 13, 1881, John La Bonte, aged 10 years, 
bearing the reputation of being a thief, had 
been committed to the House of Refuge.

CARONDELET JOTTINGS. 


A Ball of Fire Seen in the Heavens 
Notes. 


A strange phenomenon was observed in the 
heavens by a large number of people here 
about 7:30 o'clock last night. It 
was a huge ball of light which moved slowly 
from east to west and attracted the atteption 


of every one on the street. Shortly before the 
hour mentioned it became very dark and only 


a few stars could de seen between 
the clouds. Then it was that the 
ball of fre appeared in the east 


moving westward. About 8 o’clock the lurid 
sphere seemed to be directly above Caronde- 
letand apparently was stationary for some 
time, and then continued in its course until it 
disappeared in the western sky, leaving a trail 
of chree or four red and blue streaks. The 
strange light caused great consternation 
among the superstitious people, some of 
whom declared it was the Starof Bethlehem, 
the return of which has been discussed in the 
papers. Some declared that it portended an 
awful calamity. No reason forthe occurrence 
has been found.

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A TERRIBLE DISASTER, 


Wreck of the Schooner Clara—Two Men 
Drowned. 


MILLER, Ind., August 25.—The first fatal 
wreck of the season has just occurred. The 
schooner Clara of Manistee was driven ashore 
and her wreckage is strewn along the beach 
for miles. Capt. Olson, her master and owner, 
and one of the sailors lost their lives, and 
John Gustavson, the mate, escaped by swim- 
ming ashore on a plank. The vessel was 
bound for Chicago with a cargo of hardwood 
lumber. She left Manistee Monday morning with 
a light wind, but toward night a squall swept 
down upon herfrom the northeast, jerking her 
headsails out of the bolt ropes, and crippling 
her sothat she became unmanageable. All 
night long she staggered before the gale, that 
kept increasing in violence. The sea ran very 
high, and the waves swept her decks of every- 
thing movable. She arrived off Chicago in 
such a disabled condition that it was impossi- 
ble to work her into the harbor, and she was 
driven up the lake. Realizing thatshe was 
soon to be on the beach Capt. Olson let go of 
the anchor when abreast of Chicago, but the 
flukes failed to hold, and she 8 
on a sand-bar half a mile from shore. 
The seas kept dashing over her, and 
the crew of three men were com- 
pelled to climb into the rigging and 
lash themselves to keep from being washed 


overboard. In less than an hour, the cover - 
ings of the hatches were carried away and the 
sea swept into the hold, filling it to the decks. 
Then she rolled over on her side, and Hans 
Christensen was carried away on the crest of 
a wave. Capt. Oleon and Gustavson got hold 
ofaplank. It was raining hard and the night 
was so dark they could see nothing, but 
they clungtothe plank with the hope that 
the waves would push it onward to the 
beach. Gustavson = he heard aloud cry 
and on looking behind bim saw the cap- 
tain had relaxed his hold and was even then 
DISAPPEARING BENEATH THE WAVES. 

He was unable to help him, and the captain 
went down. Gustavson does not recollect 
much about his battle for life. Three times 
the plank turned over and buried him in the 
water, but he bung on to it and was dashed 
8 and senseless on the sandy beach. 
When he regained his senses he was lying 
upon his back with the rain pelting down on 
his face. There was nota house in sight, for 
the village lies three miles back from the lake. 
Naked, bruised and bleeding, he made his way 


along the beach to the club house of 
the Calumet Shooting Club. He had 
just enough strength to give a 


feeble rap on the door and when it opened, he 
fell fainting across the threshold. He was 
carried inside and kindly cared for until he 
recovered sufficientiy to relate his story, and 
after Doing provided with clothing, he took 
the train for Chicago. Before leaving, Gus- 
tavson went down to the benen to see what 
had become of the wreck. He found that it 
had broken up and the broken timbers and 
cargo were scattered in every § direc- 
tion. The captain’s chest, which Gustavson 
says Contained a large sum of money, was 
found, butit was broken open andthe con- 
tents were missing. Gustavson thinks the 
chest had been rified by thieves. Neither of 
the bodies has been recovered. All day and 
last night a crowd of men from the village 
have been on the beach gathering up the car- 
ty a drifted ashore and hauling it away. 

y morning there was not much left to mark 
the resting place of the vessel. Ben Lanloos 
of the Chicago Life-saving Crew, who came 
down here with areporter, says he never saw 
such a hungry lot of thieves around a wreck 
in his life. 


THE WEATHER.

No Promise of a 1 in Tem- 
perature— Cool Northwest Weather. 


The indications for to-day as published by 
the Signal-Service were higher temperature, 
fair weather. Tho higher temperature came, 
but the fair weather lingering in 
some obscure corner of the remote West. 


There was rain tothe west of St. Louis this 
morning, though notin great quantities, and 
all day the clouds have been hanging over the 
city listlessly waiting for a moment when 
every one is unprepared to let loose a drench- 
ing.

Minnedosa is 
down to 30, two deg. below freezing, a com- 
fortable August temperature, and St. Vincent 
reports 3 deg. These are the lowest temper- 
atures in the country. The promise for a de- 
cided change inthe weather is stili lacking, 
and seersuckers can remainin the wash one 
day longer. ,

The Blood Sun Dance. 


A correspondent of the Toronte Mail at 
Fethbridge, N. W. T., describes an ancient 
Indian ceremonial as follows: The an- 
nual sun dance of the Blood Indians came 
off yesterday, and it was easy to be seen 
that this barbarous custom among this 
people is fast on the wane. It is more used 
now asanexcusefora grand annual'‘loaf’ 
than for ‘making warriors,’ and so keep- 
ing up the old reputation of the Blood 
Nation. Some have urged that the Gov- 
ernment should putastop by force to 
what they deem a heathenish rite, but to 
the credit of the Government let it be said 
they have looked at the affair through a 
different glass. Left to itself, from many 
causes now in actual operation, it is only 
a question of time when the sun dance 
shall lose all its attractions for poor Lo 
and become a thing of the past. 

‘““Yesterday only one warrior was made, 
and but for the seductive presents of tea 
and sugar of an enterprising photogra- 
pher who wished to secure a negative of 
the same, even this small part of the 
usual programme would not have taken 

lace. Divested of its most objectionable 

eature, the torturing, the affair is 
merely a huge picnic. It has been 
said ‘that it is a poor heart that never re- 
joiceth,’ and if the simple Indians find 
any pleasure in a few days’ harmless 
romp, why deny or begrudge them of it?

Army Systems in Europe. 


From the London Truth. 
Ihave been misunderstood about my 
283838 for the reorganization of the 
ar Office. Iam represented as being in 
favor of the German system, whereas the 
system whichI advocate is the French 


system. Thereis a wide difference be- 
tween the two. In German the 
Emperor is Commander-in-Chief of 
the army. Under him are two 


co-ordinate authorities, the War Min- 
ister and the Chief of the General Staff. 
Both these officials are appointed by the 
Emperor and work into one another’s 
hands. The Reichstag votes the estab- 
lishment of men and the money required 
for the army; butit has no further con- 
trol over the expenditure, which is gen- 
erally in excess of the Minister’s first es- 
timate, and has to be met by supple- 
mentary demands. If any member of 
the Reichstag asks unpleasant questions 
he is immediately (as Gen. Brackenbu 

explained in his evidence) ‘‘snuffed out“ 
by the Chancellor, who is always 
supported by the War Minister. I 


have a er respect for the military 
power of Germany, but 1 trust that 
such a system as that will never 
be introduced into England. It is 


only tolerated in Germany on account of 
the great personal influence exerted by 
the Emperor, owing to the success of his 

licy in 1866 and 1870. In France the War 
Minister is supreme head of the army. He 
is Commander-in-Chief as wellas Minis- 
ter. There is no one over him. Parlia- 
ment is his only master. The Chief of the 
French General Staff is under his orders; 
so are the commanders of army corps dis- 
tricts. In case of war the Commander 
in-Chief in the field reports direct to the 
War Minister. Under this system the 
French Chamber can, and does, exercise, 
through the responsible Minister, a proper 
control over both the comptabilite and 
commandment of the national army. 
This is the system I advocate for England.

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THE PRESIDENT AND STANFORD. 

To show that he did not telegraph to 
Chairman Pattison to use his own dis- 
cretion about employing counsel in the 
proceedings to compel STANFORD to 
answer the questions of the Pacific Rail- 
road Commission, President CLEVELAND 
has published the following as the word- 
ing of his dispatch: 

Upon your statement that,in your judg: 
ment, counsel should be employed, I author- 
ize and approve such employment, 

No other form of words could more ef- 
fectually shift the responsibility from the 
President to the Chairman of the Com- 
mission. It is a careful reservation of the 
President’s own judgment asto whether 
answers to legitimate questiona should be 
legally wrung from the Pacific Railroad 
plunderers or not. He washes his hands 
of the responsibility and puts it all on 
Parrisox, just the same as if the dispatch 
had said: Use your own discretion at 
your own peril.” 

The country has rung for years with evi- 
dence of frauds and wrongs perpetrated 
by the Pacific Railroad managers, and 
Mr, CLEVELAND owes his nomination and 
election largely to a popular faith in him 
as a man who had the will and the nerve 
to enter heartily into the movement for 
bringing those powerful millionaires to 
the bar of justice. But since he has been 
in office they have seemed to be as influ- 
ential in the departments as they ever 
were. Evidence of their frauds and gross 
violations of law has been placed before 
him in vain, and has received no notice in 
any of his messages to Congress. Maj. 
REDINGTON’s report, showing how the 
Government had been defrauded by 
the diversion of $823,000 of Pa- 
cific Railroad earnings as a sub- 
sidy given for an unlawful purpose to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, was 80 
conclusive that Secretary Lamar officially 
urged the bringing of a suit for the 
amount. But the whole subject was 
pigeon-holed and REDINGTON was re- 
moved from office with scandalous quick- 
ness. The fact that none ofthe suits provided 
for by law with reference to illegal divi- 
dends and illegal issues of stock have been 
instituted by the present administration 
has remained so long without other ex- 
planation thatthe press now flippantly 
attributes it toa speculation in Pacific 
Railroad stock by the Standard Oil peo- 
ple. 

All this was a bitter disappointment to 
Democrats and to the people at large, 
When Congress at last forced this investi- 
gation the coldness and reserve with 
which the President acquiesced was an- 
other disappointment.

The Ocean Carrying Trade. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

The merchants of England, Germany, Bel- 
gium and Holland, who are at the head of the 
ocean carrying trade, buy their ships in the 
cheapest market. Spain and Italy, with their 
protective tariffs and bounty systems, are far 
in the rear of Belgium and Holland—two little 
states which are brilliant examples of indus- 
trialand commercial development under lib- 
eral laws and policies. Under our navigation 
laws the ocean carrying trade of the country 
has almost disappeared, and experience and 
sound policy demand the abandonment of a 
system which has proved so mischievous in its 
resuits. If American merchants should be 
permitted to buy their ships on the best 
terms, millions of capital would be profit- 
ably employed in the foreign trade which now 
seek investments in wildcat railroads and 
other dubious domestic enterprises. The ex- 
travagant and corrupting policy of steamship 
bounty, on the otber hand, would intensely 
aggravate existing evils connected with the 
country’s carrying trade. In addition tothe 
burdensome taxes now imposed on the Ameri- 
dan people by the protective system, they 
would have to pay bounties to Government- 
fed steamship monopoly for carrying their 
commodities, and private enterprise in the 
carrying trade would be swept from the ocean. 
Even if the American merchant marine could 
be restored by such a policyit would be a 
dearly purchased boon, since it could never 
compensate the American people for the in- 
iguities, favoritism and jobbery that would 
come in its train.

Comments of the London News“ and 
% Standard” Upon the Dublin Meeting. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, August %.—The Daily News said 
editorially yesterday morning: ‘‘The great 
meeting in the rotunda at Dublin Tuesday 
night was an epoch in the history of England 
and Ireland. It was attended by several En- 
glish Members of Parliament, and it bore em- 
phatic testimony to the fact that the real union 
of the two countries has been at length 
achieved by the most illustrious of English 
statesmen. Mr. Pitt's wisdom, if it had been 
left to work out its own high purposes, might 
have secured that result at the beginning 


of the century. Unfortunately, the 
pressure of the French war, aided by 
the obstinacy of the insane king 


and the malignity of frensied factions over- 
came the great Minister’s soruples and the 
union was never completed. Happily for us 
to-day, the Queen is a constitutional sover- 
eign who reigns in the hearts of the people 
and Mr. Gladstone, though notin office, isin 
power. Her Majesty’s Government may pro- 
claim the National League as a dangerous as- 
sociation, butthey are far more dangerous 
themselves to the best interests of the Em- 
pire than the National League. Lord Salis- 
bury and his colleagues have huried a boom- 
erang against their political opponents in Ire- 
land, but it has missed the mark and recolled 
with crushing force against themselves. 
MATTERS BROUGHT TO 4 HEAD. 
in one sense, however, like the League 
itself, we welcome the action of the Lord 
Lieutenant. It has cleared the air, we know 
where we are, Matters have now been brought 
to a head, and instead of watching events or 
waiting upon Providence we have something 
to fight about.

Claus Spreckels, the Sugar King—Americans 
at the French Capital, 
Special Cahlegzam tothe Post-Dispatch. 

PaRIé, August 9.—Olaus Spreckels, the Ha- 
wailan sugar king, is staying at the Conti- 
nental Hotel. Spreckles has not much opinion 
of the present monarch of the Sandwich 
Islands, whom he calls a good-natured, weak 
fellow. With reference to the present state of 
affairs in Hawaii, he remarked that the En- 
glish Government would never be able to 
compel the Ministry to sign the London bonds, 
because they are pot legally issued under the 
laws of Hawali. He spoke very lightly of 
the present revolution, which was quite 
a small affair. He gives very amus- 
ing accounts of the Hawaiian meth- 
of of government and of the royal 
household in Honolulu. Spreckels at present 
isvery much interested in beet-root sugar. 
He has purchased machinery which will man- 
ufacture from threeand fifty to four hundred 
tons of sugar per day. He has also bought a 
large cargo of sugar beetfor plantation. He 
intends making the expe@ment in one of the 
middie Western States, where the climate is 
about the same asin Austria, The cultivation 
is very economical and a source of great 
wealth in Austria and Germany, where the 
planters are obtaining 60 per cent on their in- 
vestment. He hopes to see this industry flour- 
ish in America.

WRECKED IN THE GULF STREAM. 


The Terrible Plight of a Spanish Brigan- 
tine’s Crew—Timely Rescue. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, August 25.—The Spanish brigan- 
tine Catalinia, Capt. Guara, left Cienfugos on 
August 8, for Vigo, Spain, with a crew of 
eleven men and a cargo of sugar and rum. 
They kept in the Gulf Stream and all went well 
tillaboutl0a.m. on August 19, when a hur- 
ricane broke out from the northeast. Before 
sail could be shortened they were taken 


aback, and the foremas and mizzenmasts 
were whipped out of the Vessel as quickly as if 
they had been straws. As the two masts went 
by the board, the entangling riggin added 
danger to the — 2 safety and the sea 
which had been lashed to fury, broke over the 
deck with great force, tearing everything 
away beforeit, andthe sailors with axes and 
knives worked two hours before they had the 
working clear. Then gad sea struck the 
vessel under her counter, lifting her stern 
high above water and wrenching off the rud- 
derand the rudder post. This started a very 
serious leak, and every man was ordered to 
work atthe pumps. For more than three days 
without time to get a mouthful to eat the cap- 
tain and his eleven men worked night and day 
to keep their rudderiess and sinking ship 
aflou, A large dog belonging to the cCap- 
tain Seemed to realize the condition 
of affairs, and crouched on the deck 
near the men, now and then iooking 
appealingly into their faces as if to encourage 
them to keep 8 

Day followed day without any change in 
their positi n except that the men were be- 
coming more exhausted as time wore on. Still 
they pumped, fightipg against the cravings of 
hunger and thirst till the sun had set for the 
fourth time over their sinking wreck. Soon 
after sundown on Monday nighta steamer’s 
lights were sighted. Capt. Guara gota piece 
ot canvas and after saturating it with rum 
tied it to the end of one of the light spars and 
set it on fire. After burning it a little, 
while the captain smothered it and 
then relighted it to give the ap- 
pearance of a flash licht, the light from the 
wreck was seen from the deck of the steamer 
which proved to be City of Wuskington, Capt. 
Rettig, from Havana for New York. Capt. 
Rettig bore down on the light and was long- 
side the wreck at 9 o’clock. He blew his 
Whistle and it was answered by a violent ring- 
ing of the ship’s bell. Then a boat was low- 
ered in charge f Second Officer Mann, who 
returned an hour afterwards aftera severe 
struggle against the heavy seas, with Oapt. 
Guara, his eleven sailors and the dog, ali of 
them so exhausted and nearly starved that 
they had to be almost carried over the steam 
er's side. Capt. Rettig had ready for them 
coffee and a palatable meal for their weak 
stomachs, and administered stimulants. They 
were also provided with dry clothing and good 
sleeping rooms and brought safely to this 
port. It was like the parting of brothers when 
the people left the City of Washington yester- 
day und bade good-bye. The Spanish Corsul 
sent the sailors to a boarding-bouse and the 
captain to a hotel.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR GAMES BETWEEN THE 
BROWNS AND THE LEAGUE WINNERS. 


But One of the Great Series to Be Played in 
St. Louis and the Rest Abroad—How 
Bingham Was Induced to Pitch for Du-

It is 
this: But one game ofthe series will be played 
in the cities which are the homes of the re- 
In other words, there will be 
but world’s championship game 
in St. Louis’ and one in Detroit 
or Chicago as the case may be. The games 
will de played mainly in the East. They will 
begin with the extreme East working West. 
One game will be played in New Lork, 
one in Philadelphia, one in Boston, 
one in Baltimore, one in Chicago, one in De- 
troitand one in this city. If, when the teams 
arrive here, they have played a tie or it is 
found necessary to plav more than the stipu- 
lated number, the deciding game or games 
will be played on these grounds. It has been 
decided that the sport will draw larger 
crowds in these cities than it would 
at home, and the decision is probably right.
